Takasaki et al. (US 6.312.821 ) discloses a marine propulsion device with an aluminum gear housing structure and a polymer 
layer that is chemically bonded to an outer surface of said gear housing structure. deBlois (US 5.718.014) discloses a metal 
gear housing structure with a polymer layer that is overmolded on said gear housing structure by means of iniection moldino. 
There is sufficient motivation to replace the chemically bonded polvmer layer as disclosed in Takasaki et al. with the iniection 
molded polymer layer as disclosed bv deBlois in order to produce a metal gear housing structure for a marine propulsion 
device with a polymer layer that is overmolded to facilitate construction of a gear housing structure with a waterproof outer 
coating. Therefore, the rejection of claims 1>7 and 9-15 is deemed proper and is not withdrawn.
